TifS Observations Which Ourselves We Make, 


.A STRADDLE VOTE IS A VOTE WASTED 


Those candidates pussy footing around the 
county and state, as the candidates of half a 
#i dozen parties are liable to wake up after August 
25th, with such a jolt that they will not forget 
the rebuke idministered to them, for a long time. 
A candidate guilty of such acts, is simply at- 
tempting to commit a fraud on the voting public; 
there is nothing else to it. 
ll The following communication clearly fits the 
jjsituation. In other words where the primary law 
provides for party lines, a candidate who tries 
to represent three different parties, is running a 
bunko -game. The communication is of vital 
interest; and everyone should read it, and when 
he goes to vote, he should swat those fellows try- 
ing to be something their affidavit of registra- 
ion, shows they are not. 

The communication reads as follows: 

‘‘I am immensely interested in that curious 
display of logic by which certain candidates 
justify their appeals for nomination at the hands 
|] of two, three and even four different political 
parties. The only glimmering of intelligence 
in the argument lies in an appeal for the elim- 
ination of party lines in the state elections, and 
this is only a glimmer, as the argument has no 
application whatever to the case in hand. 
‘In the first place, the parties are not yet 
eliminated, and they cannot be eliminated by 
the fatuous process of one candidate running 
for several nominations. It is open to argument 
whether or not parties should be eliminated in 
elections, as those elections constitute the only 
available national political barometers. Still that 
point need not be discussed here, as it has noth- 
ing to do with this case. 


The newest fact is that we have an amazing pri- 
mary Taw which allows any aspiring candidate to 
contend for as many different nominations as 
there happens to be political parties. It is one 
of tlie jokes of the political world that the candi- 
date. pretends that he is pushed forward by his 
admiring friends. The truth is that not one candi- 
dete in a hundred is nominated except upon his 
own initiative, either avowed or concealed. This 
applies from president down to constable. It is 
fair to assume that these multi-colored candi- 
dates are there because they want to be and not 
beeause the honor was thrust upon them. 

‘*Fhe difference between this case and a non- 
partisan nomination, is that the latter springs 
from the voters and the former springs from the 
candidate. The candidate who seeks a nomina- 
tion from each of two opposite parties, which are 
trying to destroy eaeh other, surely requires no 
tonic for his nerve. 

Another difference is that, a non-partisan 
primary, every voter has an equal chanee to 
choose among all the candidates for each office 
to be filled. In this case the party voter ean on- 
ly vote in the party with which he is registered. 
IJe has no freedom of choice bevond that. If his 
best friend is a candidate in some other party he 
cannot possibly vote for his. Thus we have a 
strictly partisan primary by law. Yet the same 
law which binds the voter to a partisan choice, 
allows a nervy candidate to run amuck among 
the tickets.

The same political ethics apply to 
a@ primary as would apply to an honestly con- 
ducted party convention. A Blaine Républican 
eonvention would not: be likely to nominate a

i ‘If any voter feels inclined to vote for one 
I of these bipartisan candidates not of his own 
i party, he should only do so in the full knowledge 
that he is probably throwing his vote away and 
jeutting himself off from exercising his proper

{/_-whatever in deciding whether or not that 
] candidate should appear on the November bal- 
lot. That question is settled exclusively by the 
voters of the candidate’s own party. Such a

If he succeeds, he is just as effectually 
on the ballot as though he had a dozen endorse- 
ments, and no more so. Every voter who desires 
to vote for him will then have free and full 
opportunity to do so as well with one nomination 
as with a dozen. On the other hand his mixing 
in other party fights may divert and waste. votes 
enough to defeat the real will of the party or 
even so entirely disfranchise it in the November 
election. 

‘‘Take an illustration. Suppose that Mumbo, 
a Progressive, is running also for the Democratic 
nomination against Jumbo, the straight Demo- 
cratic. Suppose that Mumbo beats Jumbo in the 
Democratic camp, but in his own party he is 
himself beaten by Jinx. What is the result? Why 
the result is that both Mumbo and Jumbo are 
out of it. The Democrats have no candidate at 
all, and Jinx alone gets on the ballot, although 
possibly not a single Democrat would vote for 
him to save him from being hung. Is such a pos- 
sible vote fair? 

‘“‘Then again, this voter does not do his friend 
any great favor, except the very selfish one of 
cutting down legitimate and proper competition. 
Hlis vote counts only to help keep somebody off 
the ballot without counting to help put any- 
body on. For similar tacties the Standard Oil 
company is held up to public execration. Let |} 
us, at least, not cloak this absurd ‘Plan with a 
muensle of assumed virtue. 

‘‘No one need be alarmed over the prospect 
of any political party nominating a candidate 
pledged to burn its own political house down. It 
is only the unthinking voter who needs to be 
cautioned against wasting his vote through 
praiseworthy motives of personal friendships. 
A little thought shows conclusively that it is im- 
possible to cast an effective non-partisan vote in 
a partisan primary. Such a vote is merely wast 
ed.’’

California is going to market something like 
50,000 tons of walnuts thas year, which will 
furnish most everybody with a nut to crack. |} 
It is wonderful how many goodies grow in Cali- 
fornia. When most people think California 
they think oranges, but oranges are only a small 
part of California’s production. Walnuts are an 
important crop, and the walnut groves are very 
beautiful to gaze upon. With a rose-covered 
bungalow in the center of a fine California wal- 
nut grove, a windmill hoisting water, a square

Im the case of 
German ships under ‘charter it is 
expected that these may not be uti- 
lized by the charters in the event 
of that country being drawn into 
the conflict. The war risk, it is 
said, will be beyond the means of 
the grain buyers. 

The charters will be permitted 
to relinquish any vessel they desire , 
if the country owning the ship is at 
‘war. One of the provisions of every 
charter provides for this. 

The last rate quoted on Califor- 
nia products shipped in German bot- 
toms is 10 cents. This is deemed 
exhorbitant and is expected to result 
in a transfer of these products to 
‘ British vessels. 
Without exception the shipping 


would delay the dispatching of ; 
‘sels until instructions had been re- 
ceived from Europe. 

The matter of risk is entirely up 
to the buyers for as soon as a ves- 
sel is loaded here and ready for 
sea, the shipper draws against the 
buyer’s account. The loss in case 
of seizure will be borne by the buy- 
er.

STORY No. 12 si 


My story today ts about the eye. The eye is one of the most 
useful and at the same time one of the most abused organs of the 
body. 

In order that a persom may be able to have good vision, it is 
necessary that an image of the object looked at shall be formed 
on the interior of the eyeball. When a person looks at any object 
that is at a distance, the normal eye is in its natural condition of 
rest, but when a person looks at any near object, such as reading 
a book, a set of muscles in the eyehall are brought into use 
which changes the shape of the interior of the eyeball and this is 
called accommodation. If the accommodation is ngt perfect, the 
result is that vision is poor, and the muscles of accommodation are 
put on a strain and serious injury is apt to result. The principal 
causes of this inability to properly focus the eye are hyperopia or 
far-sightedness, myopia or _ sbort-sightedness and astigmatism 
which is an irregularity in the shape of the eye. The remedy for 
these conditions is a properly fitted pair of glasses. I have not 
the hecessary space in this story to give a full explanation of these 
conditions, but, ff your vision is poor, if any prolenged attempt 
to use the eyes causes them to water, or to feel as if there was 
sand in them, or causes pain in the eyes, temples or forehead, 
there are conditions there which shonld have immediate attention. 
Now that the city schools are about to open, see that your children 
do not suffer from any of the symptoms that I have mentioned, 
but have them attended to before serious injury results. 

I am doing all kinds of eye work, and fitting glasses for those 
who need them, at reasonable prices. ‘Those for whom I have 
done that kind of work are well satisfied and are recommending 
their friends to come and see me.
